NE of the most significant de­ 
velopments of a week-end of 
terrific Allied bombing of Hitler- 
dom 
was

For a long time the Luftwaffe’s 
fighter defense has been compara­ 
tively weak, giving rise to the be­ 
lief among 
observers th a t

waning strength against the day of 
invasion. We now seem to have 
confirmation of this. 
One of our main objectives in 
the round-the-clock bombing of the 
continent 
has 
been 
to 
render 
H itler's air force impotent, and 
certainly it has suffered terrible 
wounds. 
Still, it’s clear that the Luftwaffe 
isn’t knocked out, although it long 
has fallen far short of Marshal Her­ 
mann Goering’s arrogant claim that 
it never would perm it an enemy 
bomb to fall on German territory. 
J 
UST what H itler has been able 
to save up for D day is specu­ 
lation. The point is, however, that 
he may have sufficient reserve so 
th at we shall see some of the great­ 
est air battles yet fought when 
the showdown comes. 
The fact that the fuehrer is 
beginning to draw on his precious 
reserve is recognition that the in­ 
vasion is imminent. He can’t afford 
to depend entirely on anti-aircraft 
guns to defend his vital communi­ 
cations which now are being ripped 
to shreds. * 
One of H itler's tough problems 
is to guess when the full fury of 
the storm will break, so as to 
make the most of his defenses in 
all categories. 
Probably the only thing he is 
sure of is that it can come at any 
tim e that he has got to stand at 
alert from now on. 


W 
HEN our Yankee bombers and 
fighters 
winged 
their 
way 
across the English channel this 
morning, they were starting the 
17th straight day of the intensi­ 
fied Allied attack. 
In the month which has just 
closed the Anglo-American forces 
unleashed 10,000 tons of bombs on 
H itlerian territory. 
Despite this frightful weight of 
bombing, it surely hasn’t reached 
its full intensity. I believe we yet 
are to see a display of Allied aerial 
striking power which will stagger 
the world. 
W hat’s going on now is fairly 
mild compared with what Is still 
to come, especially on D-day itself 
While 
the western Allies are 
thus busy with their spade-work, 
performing the welcome task of 
digging 
H itler’s 
grave, 
Marshal 
Stalin 
signals 
from 
Moscow 
an 
indication that the Red arm ies also 
are girding them selves for simul­ 
taneous offensives which will put 
the Nazi gangster between 
two 
mighty mill-stones. 


“'X'HERE can be no doubt,” says 
I 
Stalin, "that only a combined 
blow such as this will be able fin­ 
ally to crush H itlerite Germany.” 
The recent lull in some sectors 
of the Russian front is explained 
by the Moscow new spaper Izvestia 
as due to the w eather and to re­ 
grouping of the Red forces. 
Undoubtedly the greatly extend­ 
ed Russian communications also 
have had to be overhauled to get 
ready for further a sustained effort 
which will be calculated to run 
through the summer. 
However, it’s expected that th* 
Muscovites will strike sim ultane­ 
ously with, or soon after, the west­ 
ern Allies get into action.

The Military Voter’s Obligation 
B 
Y tho terms of the service voting bill prepared 
for Ohio, applications for ballots to be mailed 
to service voters may be made by these persona: 
“Spouse, father, mother, brother or sister of 
the whole blood or half blood, son, daughter, 
adopting parent, adopted child, gtep-parent, «tep- 
chlld, uncle, aunt, nephew or niece." 
The applications must bear the full name of the 
person for whom ballots are requested, a state­ 
ment covering the nature of the person’s service, 
a statem ent that the person bas residence in the 
county where the application is filed and informa­ 
tion concerning the precinct In which 
it is 
located, a statem ent of relationship, the address 
to which the ballot is to be malled and the name 
and address of the person making the application. 
Tbia arrangement is in addition, of course, to 
applications from the service voters them selves, 
but It seem s likely the great majority of them 
will choose the easier method of having a rela- 
; tlve take care of the matter. 
It makes the process as painless as it possibly 
could be made. In effect, it reduces the military 
voter's obligation to the sim ple duty of marking 
his ballot when he receives it and returning it 
to the election board, which is a com prehensive 
rebuttal to the claim that the states would be 
unable to devise any way to let their voters 
exercise their franchise in 1944 and therefore the 
federal governm ent would have to do the whole 
* job for them—its own way.

he publicly and flagrantly defied 
the board, excoriated its contract — 
one pf his words was “infam ous”. 
Thereupon the labor boat'd passed 
the case up to P resident R o o s e ­ 
velt (just as In the present Mont­ 
gomery W ard case.) 
The board 
asked the President to compel Mr. 
Lewis to sign, to “comply fully" 
with the board’s order. 
A few days later, a t a pres* con­ 
ference. Mr. Roosevelt w as asked 
w hether he would compel Mr. Lew­ 
is to sign.

OW for the Montgomery Ward 


here Is not whether the company 
shall sign a contract stipulated by 
the labor board—h u t w hether it 
shall continue such a contract after 
it has expired.

Thereupon the labor board, again 
following its usual practice, parsed 
the case up to President 
Roose­ 
velt, asking him to make the com­ 
pany comply. 
President Roosevelt, in this case. 
said noshing about writing a nice 
note on pink paper. 
Instead, he 
wrote the mosi formidable docu­ 
ment a President can sign. 
in part it read: “As commander- 
in-chief in time of war . . . I direct 
Montgomery Ward and Co to com­ 
ply without further delay." 
U 
NDER this compulsion from the 
President, the W ard company 
signed. 
The contract took effect, 
for the specified period, one year. 
On 
expiration of the contract, 
last. December, Ward did not con­ 
tinue it in full. The company could 
have 
done 
this 
on 
the 
simple 
ground that there was no longer 
any contract. 
But th e company 
added a special re aso n —that the 
union no longer had a majority of 
the company's employes. 
The union appealed to the labor 
l>oard. 
The labor hoard ordered 
the W ard company to continue the 
contract (and at the same time di­ 
rected that an election be held to 
determ ine w hether the union still 
liad a majority of th e employes.) 
The W ard company declined to 
obey the labor board’s order, de­ 
clined 
to continue 
the contract. 
Out of ibis refusal, after various 
developments, 
came 
the 
present 
seizure of the Ward company. 


T 
MK seizure has many meanings 
which go to the depth of gov­ 
ernment and law, of the rights of 
citizens, of the country's social and 
economic structure. 
Of them all. only one can he 
made clear in the apace here avail­ 
able. 
TTI is is: The administration has 
one practice for one group of citi­ 
zens. labor unions and their lead­ 
ers. and a different practice for 
another group of citizen*, the em­ 
ployers. 
In weighing the significance of 
this seizure, it would be a tragic 
mistake to be misled by the fact 
that it happens in the field of la­ 
bor relations, or that the victim 
of the seizure is a corporation. 
W hat is emerging, if it goes on, 
is assertion of the right of govern­ 
ment to put compulsions, of a kind 
and degree hitherto supposed to be 
lmpoasible in America, upon any 
citizen, in any area of life.

Although workers are 
needed, mothers of young babies 
are not encouraged to take jobs. 
In 
some carses, 
however, where 
this is necessary for financial or 
other reasons, safeguards must be 
set up. 
In the tfuest sense, the walfare 
of the mother and babies in this 
country is a neighborhood concern 
Look to your own community. You 
can help to see that in wartime, 
and after the war is over, it takes 
the necessary steps to safeguard 
its most precious asset, the lives of 
its babies and their mothers. 


Child’s Wise Use 
Of Money Aids

Wise use of money by the grow­ 
ing child exercises him in char* 
acter values and self-denials.

very small, definite amount, say 
a nickel, regularly each Saturday, 
hut no more. Should relatives or 
others give this youngster money, 
it should be banked, if the child is 
to profit from good training. 
In case you can induce your 
child to save the nickel received 
this Saturday to buy a cherished 
object for a dime next Saturday, 
you have made the first big step 
in educating hint to handle money 
wisely. 
Of course, 
you will 
bo 
tempted to increase this amount 
too fast. It would 
s ^ m ample 
merely to double this amount by 
the time he is in the first or sec­ 
ond grade. 
Even 
should 
yon 
do 
nothing 
more than to hold him to a regular 
small amount of “pocket money,’* 
you would make some progress. 
Yet a real allowance is and does 
far 
more. 
Ae 
the 
child 
grows 
older, it includes regular essential 
expenditures 
in 
addition 
to 
the 
“pocket 
money,” 
including 
his 
clothes, by the time he is in high 
school. 
Keep in 
mind 
that the 
amount of responsibility he can 
take will depend on his earlier 
training with smaller amounts of 
money. 
Help Him Keep Record 
Help your child when in 
the 
first or second grade to keep a 
record of his necessary regular 
expenditures, as car or bus fare, 
or lunch. Then on this basis wTork 
out a budget and add to it his 
small amount of spending money 
and consider this his allowance to 
be received on a regular day each 
week. Then hold him strictly to 
getting along on this amount. 
Should some unexpected needs 
arise, 
however, 
you 
would, 
of 
course, care for them as extras 
until they can be included as part 
’of a total allowance for a definite 
period. 


For Expectant Mothers 
Expectant mothers should guard 
against slouching in a “comfort­ 
able” chair or lying in a too soft 
bed. This tends to stretch softened 
ligaments and is likely to cause 
backaches.

with the passage of the bill pro­ 
viding $ 18.$50,OOO to be spent for 
maternity care for the wives of en­ 
listed men in four lower brackets 
This money w ill pay for medical at­ 
tendance and 
hospital care 
for 
their wives when expecting a baby 
and for medical care during the 
first year of their babies. 645.000 
wives are eligible for these matern­ 
ity benefits. 
The supervision of this program 
Is in the hands of the 
United 
States Children’s bureau which has 
been voted an appropriation 
to 


cover the cost of administering it. 
Such maternity benefits will go 
without regard 
to income, 
resi­ 
dence, race, color or creed to the 
wives of thousands of men in the 
service. 
This is a very definite step to­ 
ward nationwide provision for ma­ 
ternal and infant care which all 
who have the welfare of babies and 
their mothers at heart believe to 
be an essential provision in any 
democracy. Certainly it Is unwise, 
costly and cruel to allow babies to 
be 
born 
sickly, 
handicapped or 
doomed to die because no provision 
has been made for their safe sur­ 
vival. 
Realizing that a nation can have 
no greater asset than well-born 
babies and mothers who are vig 
orous and able to give them proper 
care, those who are concerned with 
child health and protection in this 
country are now working on a ten- 
year plan to make such a program 
possible. Federal agencies will con 
tribute their best but they will

Let more things go about the 
house. Some of you, like Martha 
of the Scriptures, worry too much 
about things that don't matter and, 
unlike Mary, too little about things 
that really are worthwhile.

Afternoon Nap Im portant 
Hold the youngster to an after­ 
noon nap until It is interrupted by 
bls entering school. Work out wise 
routines and control of the young 
er and older children. Regulate 
the use of Ute radio. Don’t let it 
“one - foot - flopping - in - front - 
and 
comradeship, 
especially 
at 
mealtime. Aim to have a calm but 
happy dinner hour. 
Put more emphasis on things 
spiritual and try to find some of 
the quieting experience of religion. 
Let us hope that teachers try 
harder to provide a non-exciting 
atmosphere In the classroom, with 
some brief periods each day when 
the children, especially in the pri­ 
mary grades, will rest, even sleep 
on the floor, tables or benches. 
We need to appreciate w hat it 
must have m eant to the school chil­ 
dren of England after severe bomb­ 
ing began there to have had a few 
years of school program s of quiet 
rest periods in their classrooms. 
One of the finest things the school 
could do today would be to foster 
more calm ness in the children. It 
may be, indeed, that the school 
will have to protect our children 
from the jitters of the home. 


Bathtub Source Of Falls 
The bathtub or shower receptor 
is a frequent source of falls.

will be substituted with one com­ 
p o sed of hand-me-downs or merely 
the basic essentials for the baby’s 
comfort and welfare. 
Making do with what you have 
is the order of the day, and it is 
amazing what can be accomplished 
with a little ingenuity and a can 
of pa int. Even the new baby who 
follows 
his 
parents 
from 
army 
camp to army carap, or from one 
war job 
to another, can be as 
hapipy and as healthy as his older 
cousins who were born pre-Pearl 
Harbor, 
There may be an absence of; 
frills and folderols, but his room 
eau be clean, cheerful and attrac­ 
tive. 
What with the new water-thinned 
paints which are easy even for an 
am ateur to apply, there is no rea­ 
son for dreary rooms. These paints 
will cover almost any surface, in­ 
cluding wallpaper, so that if you 
are one of those who must rent the 
last remaining available room in 
town you can, in just a few hours 
give it a homelike appearance. 
Baby Can Have Privacy 
If a new baby sh ares a room 
with his parents he can still have 
the privacy which is so necessary 
to the well-being of an infant. Give 
him a corner of his own where all 
his possessio n s can be kept in or­ 
derly fashion and where he can 
abide by his prescribed rountlne. 
An old teacart, painted to match 
the -color of his crib, m akes an ex­ 
cellent service table and enables 
you 
to 
wheel 
his 
paraphernalia 
about a s needed. 
W hile there m ay be le ss of an 
assortm ent o f cribs to choose from, 
you will find that in m ost com­ 
m unities there are am ple stock s of 
wartime cribs. These are m ade with 
resilient wood springs which many 
doctors and parents prefer. 
But if you m ust use a hand-me- 
down crib or play pen, give it a 
coat of paint, using a quick-drying 
gloss enam el. It’s easily applied 
and easy to keep clean. 
When tinting white enam el to a 
desired 
shade, 
especially 
if the 
child is in the "chew y" stage, avoid 
the use of pigm ents, such a s chrome 
yellow or chrom e green, containing 
lead or toxic m aterials. 
A screen, m ade of w allpaper or 
com position board, will protect the 
infant again st d rafts and add m eas­ 
urably to b is privacy. 
Shortage Problems Solved 
Som e o f the old-time favorites 
which seem ed absolutely necessary 
in a well equipped nursery are out 
for the duration, 
but 
with per- 
sisteuce you'll find 
good su bsti­ 
tutes. 
Take baby bottle sterilizers, for 
exam ple. You probably won t find 
cue in town, but any sizable kettle 
filled with boiling w ater will serve 
tho sam e purpose, and there's a 
new w artim e gadget m ade of wood 
that is perfect for lifting bottles 
out of the boiling w ater. It's called 
sprlng-a-tong and you will fiud it 
iu the housew ares departm ents of 
m ost stores. It’s handy, too, for 
such 
household 
u ses 
a s 
taking 
baked potatoes out o f the oven 
or graspin g Ice cubes. 
B u sy m others especially will be 
interested In the new brushless 
clean ser that elim inates the neces­ 
sity for scrubbing 
baby 
bottles. 
Ju st add a spoonful of the cleanser 


to a gallon o f w ater and the nurs 
ing bottles w ill soak them selves 
clean. And if you are sh arin g a 
kitchen with others, o r have no 
one to w arm up the baby’s early 
m orning .bottle, you will w ant one 
of the new bottle and food warm 
erg. It Is safe, autom atic, econom i­ 
cal to operate, and can be plugged 
into any AC electric outlet. 
Ju st 
place 
one 
tablespoon 
of 
w ater in the warm er, attach any 
household electric cord, 
and 
it 
takes but a few m inutes to warm 
an 8 oz. bottle. H eated electroly­ 
tically, the elem ent never reaches 
m ore than 212*. If current is left 
on after the bottle, Is rem oved, 
steam shortly d issip ates the w ater 
in the w arm er and autom atically 
sh u ts o ff the current. 
Another new non-priority device, 
which rep laces the now non-exist- 
an t hot w ater bottle or electric 
heating pad, is one heated entirely 
by chem icals. It is perfectly safe 
and h arm less. 
j 
All one does is add two spoons-' 
ful of w ater to the beat unit en­ 


closed in the outer soft felted con­ 
tainer, and in one short m inute it 
will g iv e conforting warmth. The 
safe chem icals gen erate heat and 
m aintain about 168* for a s long as 
ten hours without further atten ­ 
tion. Lightningpak heat pad deliv­ 
e rs a total o f about 120 hours of 
heat. It is easy to control and can 
be turned o ff by m erely rem oving 
the heat unit from the Pak.
